Since October 1 total rainfall 
recorded at West Liberty by John 
Turner, local weather observer, 
has been only V 4 of an inch.

During that time the to¬ 
tal rainfall here has been 6.02 
inches which is less than half the 
average of 14.5 inches for the 
period.

Nearly all streams, except the 
larger ones, have long since dried 
up, and the larger ones have wa¬ 
ter only in the deeper holes. 

Mr. Turner, however, reports 
there is no shortage of water 
supply threatening West Liberty. 
The Twenty-Two Hollow pool 
above town is ample with the aid 
of a small dam here to provide 
water for a considerable time 
yet, he said.

LEXINGTON. Ky., Nov. 1— 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
loan rates by grades for the 1953 
burley-tobacco crop, announced 
today, revealed lower minimum 
price levels ranging from SI to 
S4 a hundred weight from last 
year. 

The schedule was announced 
by the United States Department 
cf Agriculture. 

The Department previously had 
announced the 1953 average sup¬ 
port price would be $46.60 a hun¬ 
dredweight, a sharp drop of S2.90 
from last year’s S49.50. 

’The new price schedule lists 
101 approved grades, compared 
with 108 for last season. A total 
of 15 ratings used last year were 
dropped and eight new ones were 
added. 

Top support price is $69 for 
choice buff lugs. Low price is $12 
for low grade of nondescript. 

Under the burley marketing 
procedure, a farmer may accept 
the buyer’s bid, reject for re¬ 
sale, or consign his crop to the 
co-operative associatior« at the 
loan rate. The graded price guar¬ 
antees the grower a minimum bid 
on each basket of burley. 

If sent to the co-op, the leaf is 
paid for out of pool-administered 
C.C.C. funds. Then, it is pro¬ 
cessed, stored and eventually sold 
by the association. Any profit 
remaining after a certain year’s 
crop is sold is returned to the 
participating producer on a pro¬ 
rata basis.

FOR CO-OP LINES 

Work on 3*County 
Phone System To 
Be Started Soon 

The Stake Construction Com¬ 
pany of Argyle, Minnesota was 
awarded contract for the con¬ 
struction of 354 miles of tele¬ 
phone lines in Morgan, Elliott 
and Wolfe counties by the Moun¬ 
tain Rural Telephone Coopera¬ 
tive here Tuesday. 

The Minnesota firm was low 
bidder on the several units of 
line, and enginee'-s estimate the 
total cost will run S454.000. Oth- 
I er bidders were L. O. Brayton of 
Dyersburg, Tenn. and the Irby 
Construction Company of Jack- 
son. Miss. 

W. D. Stake, president of the 
firm who was here to submit his 
bid, said after he had been 
awarded the contract he would 
I be ready to commence work as 
1 soon as the contract is approved 
in Washington by REA. 

The contract stipulates that 
construction must be completed 
in 150 working days. Included 
are approximately 40 miles of 
cable for the five exchanges and 
approximately 314 miles of open 
I lines in the three counties. 

The co-op has been granted 
loans totaling $743,000 by REA 
to build a modern dial system in 
Morgan, Elliott and Wolfe coun¬ 
ties, Headquarters of the co-op 
is in West Liberty. More than 
1300 patron-members already 
have signed applications for 
phones in the three counties. 

Woodrow W. Barber, manager, 
Lsaid RE.^ approval of the con- 
i tract should be received in ten 
days. 

■ Meanwhile, the buildings to 
hou.se substation exchanges at 
Sandy Hook, Campton. Ezel and 
Hazel Green already have been 
constructed, and the inside dial 
and e.xchange equipment for the 
four sub-stations and for the 
central office in West Liberty is 
being built by Stromberg-Carlson 
i Company of New York, and is to 
be shipped here for installing in 
February or March. 

.klso, the central office build- 
! ing and exchang'’ in West Lib¬ 
erty, which the co-op purchased 
from the former West Liberty 
telephone company, is being re¬ 
modeled and enlarged. The build¬ 
ing, on .Vlain street, is being 
raised three feet in order that a 
full-size basement can be built 
that will contain a two-vehicle 
garage and storage and equip¬ 
ment rooms. The upstairs office 
will contain a lIx2.5-foot lobby, 
n:aiiager‘s office and the central 
exchange. 

The Stake company has spe¬ 
cialized in building REA co-op 
systems in rural areas, most of 
them in the west and in the 
Rocky Mountain region. 

Mr. Stake, after arriving hero 
and viewing the terrain, which he 
described as considerably less 
mountainous than he had expect¬ 
ed, reduced his first bid $ 10 , 000 .

The Road Back Home To Morgan---And Yoeiini

It was a blue and gold day, the 
day I took the road back home. 
It ’was a long road, one that ran 
back thirty years, into the past, 
for like Esau of old. one day, 
when I saw a far, strange vision, 

I sold my birthright . . . for 
words. 

As the road unwound into the 
hill country, my mind went back 
to the old home place at Yocum, 
to the little one room school 
house atop the hill, where I re¬ 
ceived my meager store of knowl¬ 
edge, and I recalled again the 
deep craving for words, that sent 
me out, eager, determined, to find 
and drink at the fountain of 
learning that I had missed. This 
craving, this deep need, drove me 
out. Homesickness for the hills 
brought me back. 

It took eleven years to find all 
of the words I wanted. It took 
much longer than that, to make 
friends with words, so that they 
would follow me as good sheep 
follow the shepherd. The years 
were long but they were full 
years, and fruitful in all of the 
things that mrake life rich and 
rewarding. Not in money, but in 
beauty, in sunsets and dawn, in 
birds and blossoms and friend¬ 
ships and music and gentle living. 
These were the things I learned 
and lox’ed, when I lived at Yo¬ 
cum. The worthwhile things that I 
clothe the heart in deep content- I 
menl. i 

It was good to go back in au- i 
tumn, when the ruby sumac i 
slopes were shot through with, 
sunlight, when the fingers of i 
frost had garbed the hickory I

trees in gold-lcaf, when persim¬ 
mons on the bough turned red- 
gold cheeks to the sun and wild 
grapes hung their rich purple 
among the curling vines. This 
was and is. part of the kinship I 
feel with the hill country, for my 
heart owns pattern of leaf and 
feel of hill winds and scent of 
pine and it will never let go these 
lovely and precious things. 

As we left the lowland country, 
the softly rolling hills behind and 
climbed steadily along the twist¬ 
ing mountain trail, I found a 


dear familiarness in the way tall 
birch trees leaned above the little 
streams, and in the bright cloi¬ 
sonne of autumn, I could catch 
the dark blotched red of sour- 
wood, the tarnished rust of oak, 
the gold tinged scarlet of sugar 
maple, and running through it 
all, like a thread of emerald, the 
star-tipped green of pines that 
leaned uponjhe sky. 

There was the changing land¬ 
scape, making a patchwork of 
meadows, with three cornered 
patches of tobacco base, the little 


houses, the gardens, the shocks of 
com against the sun-brown hills. 
There were boys and dogs, and 
cows standing under dappled 
shades, and always, the little foot 
paths running along the hills to 
lose themselves in the woodlands.
